The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, the love of God and the com- 
munion of the Holy Ghost, be with you all! Amen. 


Beloved Brethren in the Lord Jesus: 


By the grace of God we 
ter two years as a Synod and to greet each other as brethren and 
companions in tribulation, and in the kingdom and patience of 
Jesus Christ. Notwithstanding all the disturbances and afflic- 

tions which have taken place through human weaknesses, these 
have been years of blessing for us, for the Lord was with us. We 
have grown, and I believe I am permitted to say to the praise of 
His grace, we are strengthened and increase more and more in 
the work of the Lord. We have indeed passed through some 
sad experiences, but we have also been permitted to taste of the 
goodness of the Lord, and to experience how He hastens to sup- 
port those who hold fast to His Word; therefore, ‘‘ enter into 
His gates with thanksgiving, and into His courts with praise; be. 
thankful unto Him and bless His name. For the Lord is good;” ~ 
His mercy is everlasting; and His truth endureth to all gen- 
erations.” 

No doubt many have made this journey to Synod with 
anxious hearts. From all sides dangers threaten us. Dark 
clouds have gathered over us and a storm seems impending. 
It must be admitted, that many among us were fearful. This 
was not altogether without fonndation, for we sinners deserve to 
experience such terrors of the storm. And yet such fear, from 
the standpoint of faith, is by no means justifiable. No one could 
justly complain if God in His righteous judgment should permit is 
us to be destroyed, for we have deserved nothing better. “‘Thou, 
Lord, art righteous, but we must be ashamed.” 

And yet we would only add sin to sin, if we would 
spair. He does not deal with us according to our merit, but 
cording to His great grace. Through Christ we have a reconciled 
Father, who “‘ invites us to believe that He is our true Father, and 
that we are His true children, so that we may with all boldness

_ and confidence ask Him, as dear children ask their dear father.”’ 
He is our refuge for ever and ever, and will also in the present 
threatening danger protect us under the shadow of His wings. 
Let us cast our cares upon Him, for He careth for us. ‘‘ Why 
art thou cast down, O my soul? and why art thou disquieted 
within me? Hope thou in God; for I shall yet praise Him for 
the help of His countenance.” We have indeed deserved to be 
destroyed, yet we are God's children notwithstanding all our sins, 
and we are engaged in His work, and for His great mercy’s sake 
He will not permit us to be ruined. ‘‘God is our refuge and 
strength, a very present help in trouble. Therefore will we not 
fear, though the earth be removed, and though the mountains be 
carried into the midst of the sea; though the waters thereof roar 
and be troubled, though the mountains shake with the swelling 
thereof. Selah. There is a river, the streams whereof shall — 
make glad the city of God, the holy place of the tabernacles of 
the most high. God is in the midst of her; she shall not be 
moved: God shall help her, and that right early.” Ps. 46, 2-6. 
In such confidence upon God’s grace and help let us cheer- 
fully and willingly begin our work. He will so rule all things, 
that the dark clouds hovering over us shall be dispersed and the 
threatening storm shall not harm us. ‘‘ The Lord of hosts is with 
us; the God of Jacob is our refuge.” 

What presses upon us at present the most saneky is our want 
of money. -True I am not of the opinion, that this in our pres- 
ent circumstances is the chief want. Yet this lack of means we 
feel the most sensibly now. For a number of years the contri- 
butions flowing into our treasuries were not sufficient to defray 
all necessary expenses. We had to make debts, and our boards 
often performed their work with sighing, because they did not 
know how to prosecute the work assigned them and meet their 
pecuniary obligations. Yet Synod meanwhile increased her 
wealth. She did not grow poorer. She has more and can do 
more than ever before. At no time did she possess as much 
property as at present, and at no time were the contributions as 
large for the General Treasury as in the past two years, notwith- ~~ 
standing the general business depression and that many laborers | 
werealmost without bread. There is certainly no valid reason to be- 
come discouraged and to despair on account of our lack of money. 
It is true the debt remains unpaid, and since our last meeting has

again increased. This arouges doubt and anxiety. When debts 
increase from year to year, it looks indeed dangerous, and we need 
not wonder if some among us become fearful. . It is self-evident 


to conscientious Christians, that measures must be adopted by — 


which the accumulated debt can be liquidated and the further in- 
crease of the same hindered. How this is to be done is one of 
the problems which we must solve. I have yet at every session 
of Synod, since our receipts no longer covered our expenditures, 
declared against the plan of meeting the same by retrenchment 
of our synodical work. To me it has always appeared as a 
great wrong to limit or drop an undertaking, which belongs to 
our duty and calling, because the carrying out of the same be- 
- comes difficult. This time it cost a conflict to still hold fast to 
this opinion. Not only were our means not sufficient to cover 
our necessary expenses, but the worse thing seems to have come 
that many lost courage. ‘ Yet after calm consideration in. the 
light of divine commands and divine promises I can not favor 
such pruning of our synodical work. ‘True, it is not right to 
undertake more than we can in an honest way carry out. Yet 
this is not the status of affairs among us. We have not to the 
honor of God and the extension of His kingdom undertaken 
toomuch. We have not overestimated the blessing of God and 
the goods bestowed upon us by His mercy. If we have under- 
taken anything in order to gain a name and honor before the 
world, let us with penitence discontinue that. If we have, in 
order to carry out what was entrusted to us, used more money 
than necessary and thus wasted our Lord’s goods, let us sorrow- 
fully confess this and do better. . 

But we should not, on that account, discontinue the work, 
or any part of the work, to which He has called us, and 
for which He will demand of us an account. What appears to 
me to be demanded is by no means this, that we ¢ripple our 
work, because the moneys for the support of the s: 
forthcoming, but this, that we devote our earthly goods more 
and more to the service of the Church according to the divine 
object for which God gave them. We have sinned and must be 


ashamed ; but herein we have not erred, that we recognized it as _ 


God’s will to bring the pure Gospel to men according to ‘our 
ability and means, and for the furtherance of this object to erect 
institutions of learning, to spread abroad periodicals, to establish

missions,-and for the exercise of Christian faith in love to found 
and foster eleemosynary institutions. Our Synod has among 
her members the means to do what she has recognized to be 


- God’s will, and therefore resolved to do. We do not wish the 


thought to be harbored in our midst, that if the means for a 
needful cause can hot be easily obtained, we may make the 
matter easy by dropping it. This is by no means the spirit of 
the followers of Christ, who do not desire to be known as indo- 
lent and lazy, but as laborers in. the Lord’s vineyard; for this 
also belongs to the labor to which we are called, that we gather 
the necessary means for the carrying out of God’s good and 
gracious will. Synod has money sufficient, and it would be sin- 
ful to admit that our people are too miserly to give it for carrying ~ 
out the divine will, or that our pastors and congregations are too 
lazy and indifferent to collect it for this purpose. Be not sioth- 
ful in business. Rom. 12, 11. Let us economize wherever we 
can. But economy does not consist in this, that we permit the 
most necessary work in the world to suffer, in order that we may 
not need to crucify the flesh. That is covetousness, which is the 
root of all evil, and laziness which has no pleasure in the work 
of the Lord, and therefore receives no blessing. ‘‘ Let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset us.” 
Heb. 12, 1. We have not undertaken too much, but we have 
believed and loved, prayed and labored too little.. To discon- 
tinue a necessary work, because the means for carrying it on are 
not forthcoming, would be sinful, so long as it must be admitted 
that the means could have been collected had greater diligence 
and self-denial been exercised on our part. It was not a want 
of divine gifts, but of labor on our part. God grant that there 
may be improvement among us. God preserve us from the sin 
of excusing our littleness of faith, our laziness and our stingi- 
ness with the lie. that we did. not have the necessary means at 
our disposal to carry out His gracious will. What we need 
most of all, dear brethren, in these evil times is childish trust in 
the Word of the living God and unremitting dissemination of 


the same for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction _ 


in righteousness. It will accomplish that whereunto God. has 
sent it. Children of God are born by the Word, who willingly 


ifest that they are the children of God. 
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_ if the need becomes so great, feed thousands. Let us then con-

Let us, not despair or become discouraged, as if the Lord 


could not or would not help. What we have begun according to 
His Word in His name, He will certainly uphold and prosper. 
He never lacks ways and means, and can with a few loaves, 


tinue the work-cheerfully, but pray diligently in faith and labor 
in love. He will not suffer us to want. 

Not only in matters pertaining to finances, but in every 
other respect also is such childlike confidence and holding fast to 


the Word of God our greatest need. The majority. of evils in 


our time have their origin in this, that man wants to be wiser 
than God and will not let Him rule. Man is not willing to ad- 
mit, that the Lord is God, who rules over every thing and 
to whom all things are accountable. Is there not often among 
us a faintheartedness and hesitancy manifested, when people are 
to be told that all that they have, even their money and their 
goods, is God's property, over which God has placed them simply 
as stewards and for which they at last must give an account? 


Many, even those who confess Christ and His Word too often 


yield to the fear of men, and adopt ways, not only to raise 
money, but to assist the congregation in other respects, which 
are not’ God’s ways and on that account can not be pursued in 
faith. | 

It is indeed no easy matter to hold fast to the Word, when 
worldly wisdom declares us fools, especially when the greater 
part of the external Christian world has already accepted the 
erroneous opinion, that the means suggested by human wisdom 
lead more easily and more certainly to the goal. It need not 
surprise us, therefore, if some are tempted to harbor the thought, 


_ that true Christian wisdom consists in yielding what it is thought 


can not be maintained in a time of weak faith, in order that a 
part at least of Christianity may be preserved. More and more 
this false spirit of the world is creeping into the Churches, and 
I can not consider it superfluous, even among us, to warn against 
it. ‘‘ Be not conformed to this world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing.of your mind, that ye may prove what is that good, 
and acceptable, and perfect will of God.” Rom. 12, 2. You 
will not consider it amiss in me, my dear brethren, if I openly 
express my fears, that many among us no longer confess the old 
truth so cheerfully, adhere to the old practice so faithfully, and 
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contend against the old enemy as courageously, as in former 
times. If this be so, then let it be known in time, in order that 
the Lord may send us help from His sanctuary and strength out 
of Zion. Let us for God's sake and for the sake of the souls so 
dearly purchased through Christ, hold fast to the Word, come 
what may. All things will pass away, but His Word will 
not pass away. He who holds fast to that, will in the end gain 


_ the viclory, even if he must through fierce battle and bitter suf- 


fering reach the divine goal. 

It is ever the object and purpose of the evil powers to do 
away with the Word of God which was revealed for the salva- 
tion of men. To this end the whole tendency of the present 
time is directed. Let no one imagine, that this lies all im 
a domain with which the Christian Church comes little in con- 
tact. It is true this appears in its most gross forms in circles 
which are given more to an intoxicated knowledge than to sober 
faith. Yet the evolution theories, which no longer need a Cre- 
ator and Ruler of the world, and the materialistic views, which 
will know nothing of souls that must be freed from sin and 
death, have certainly not been without influence in the Christian 
Church. Very many, even if they do yet believe in a God and a 
soul, have through their seduction erred from the Word; and 
even if they do yet outwardly hold to Christianity, they still in 
reality assume the standpoint of heathenism. Christianity is to 
them only a natural religion, perhaps the best, because it preaches 
the best morality. And when man no longer recognizes this 
Word as God’s Word and has lost all réverence for the same, it 
is easy for him to reconcile himself to the dismemberment of the 
Bible, to the elimination of what the heart does not approve, 
and to the patching of the balance together according to his own 
judgment. Itis true the temptation does not come te us, in 
such a gross manner to set aside the Word of God. Alas, the 
same end is attained in ‘reality in an apparently less dangerous 
way, and watchfulness is therefore mecessary. For many, who 
are by no means minded to reject the Scriptures, are misled to 
accept a doctrine of inspiration which gives full liberty to declare 
everything inconvenient and distasteful, although it stands writ- 
ten, as not inspired by the Holy Ghost and therefore not binding. 
And others, who have not been caught in this craftiness of Satan, _ 
have in reality been led to the same goal, when they announce, 
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that the words of revelation are obscure and the truth uncertain, 
and act accordingly. Then again the Word of God is set aside 
and only so much has’ authority as men have agreed to accept, 
and of course only because men have thus agreed, although they 
are not always conscious that this is the true ground of their 
_ belief. Thus all steadfastness of faith is undermined and self- 
evidently the doors are thrown wide open to all kinds of unionism. 

God be praised, our Synod has in general been graciously 
preserved from these delusions. Among us hearers as well 
as teachers have regard for that which is written in God’s 
Word, even if here and there weaknesses among us come to 
light. But we also need the admonition: ‘‘As ye have therefure 
received Christ Jesus our Lord, so walk ye in Him: rooted and 
built yp in Him, and established im the faith, as ye have been 
taught, abounding therein with thanksgiving. Beware lest diy 
man spoil you through philosophy and vain deceit, after the tra- 
dition of men, after the rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ.” Col. 2, 6-8. We are also tempted, when everything 
runs with the spirit of the age, not to stand all alone and become 
the ridicule of the people, but rather, even if we cannot run with 
them, at least to close our eyes against many sins. ‘‘Wherefore 
let him that thinketh he standeth take heed lest he fall.” 1 Cor. 
10,12. . The devil is evilly disposed toward us, ayd only through 
this, that we hold fast to the Word without wavering or yielding, 
shall we be preserved against his power and craftiness. ‘‘ Hold 
that fast which thou hast, that no man take thy crown.” Rev. 
8,11. Has not among us too the complaint been heard, that 
under existing circumstances the Bw. Luth. Church, with her 
- old confessions and practices adapted to other times and coun- 
tries, can have no prospect in this land of ours to exist and to 
spread? _Have we not sometimes heard the opinion expressed 
among ts, too, that in our age and among our Anierican people 
we would have to yield some of the less important matters of 
doctrine and life set forth in the divine Word, if we did not want 
to abandon the field and give it over to the sects? Have we not 
also seen signs of languishing in the battle among us, and that 
too iff word and deed? ‘‘ Beloved, think it not strange concern- 
ing the fiery trial which is to try you, as though some strange 
thing had happened unto you: but rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings: that, when His glory shall be 
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revealed, ye may be glad with exceeding joy.” 1 Peter 4, 12. 13. 
‘‘Wherefore lift up your hands, which hang down, and the feeble 
knees; and make straight the paths for your feet, lest that which 
is lame be turned out of the way; but let it rather be healed.’ 
Heb. 12, 12. 14. ‘tid 

It is only the false rationalizing of the flesh warring against | 
the Word of God that begets the thought, that our Church must 
go to destruction, if we do not permit ourselves to be moved by 
worldly wisdom to surrender some of the teachings of the Word 
of God. It has, it is true, the appearance of wisdom when it is 
said, that in these evil times, when the Church is in straits, it is 
to be excused at least, if not commended, that secondary matters 
are yielded in order to rescue essentials. This might seem plausi- 
ble, if in the so-called secondary matters were not also included 
portions of the divine Word. Let us. not forget that human 
wisdom is everywhere put to shame by the wisdom of God. 
There is no part of God’s Word, law or Gospel, which we have a 
right to declare secondary in any such sense that men for pruden- 
tial reasons could release themselves or others from its binding 
authority. Thereby all reverence for the divine Word would be 


- undermined and apostasy from the Holy Scriptures completed, 


even if men were still to hold fast what seems to them the chief 
thing in doctrine. It is a most fatal error, even when the so-called 
fundamental doctrines are still confessed, if it is permitted to 
human wisdom to sit in judgment upon the revealed wisdom of 
God in Scripture, and to give to her the power to decide what 
portions of this revelation shall have binding authority and what . 
portions under certain circumstances may be set aside for the 
sake of expediency; for thereby the whole divine authority of 
Holy Scriptures would undeniably be surrendered and thus too 
the divine foundation of all doctrines, even if some are still ac- 
cepted, would be taken away. Let us not permit ourselves in 
any manner to be deceived; let us abide by the Word of God. 
That is true wisdom, ‘‘ because the fqolishness of God is wiser 
than men ;.and the weakness of God is stronger than men.” 1 
Cor. 1, 25. Itis indeed possible that many will go to the sects, 
who could have been won for our congregations if. we had only 
been less strict in our demands to hold fast to the precepts of the 
Lord, and that our external church organizations may, at least 


apparently, suffer thereby; but it is mot possible that through 
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our humble submission to the Word and our faithful adherence 
to the same in the public proclamation and guidance of the con- 
gregation harm should befall the kingdom of Christ, who just 
through His Word desires to build up, rule and guide His Church 
to the blessed goal. The commission given us from God is cer- 


tainly not this, that we gather together under the Christian name | 


a great multitude, which in point of number and of wealth would 
be imposing before the world. Certainly we must rejoice when 
the pure Gospel gains one victory after another, and the number 
of those increases who confess the truth and ‘‘ with one mind 
and one mouth glorify God, even the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ."". We should do what the Lord commands, and leave the 
result to Him, whether much or little is gained. The truth shall 
ever stand, that ‘‘ wide is the gate, and broad is the way that 
leadeth to destruction, and many there be that go in thereat; and 
strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, which leadeth unto life, 
and few there be that find it.” Matt. 7, 13,14. Our duty is cer- 
tainly not this, to make the narrow way broader, in order that a 
greater number, without submitting themselves to the Word of 
God, may walk thereon. What would follow, if people, instead 
of being willing servants of the Lord, should arrogate to them- 
selves the Lord’s prerogative and alter their own judgment, ac- 
cording to circumstances, change or suppress the law and the 
Gospel, in order to make it suit the demands of the times, would 
_ evidently be this, that in the end there would no longer be any 
road which leads unto life. Let us not become discouraged, be- 
cause in the faithful service of the Lord we must bear the cross. 
This also should cause us no anxiety, when people in their little 
faith try to make us believe that we can never bring the Lutheran 
Church into prominence in this land if we remain faithful to our 
confessions and practice. In the first place, this can be a matter 
pretty much of indifference to us, so long as we have honor with 
God and do not seek it among men; and, in the second place, it 
is not true that the success of the Church is dependent upon the 
approval of the world, and upon human wisdom which is of 
course bent upon obtaining it. If the Lutheran Church is ever 
to become a mighty power in this land of ours, it can not be by 
tnmidly and blushingly concealing and denying her trne character, 
but, as a body of faithful believers and courageous confessors, 
by raising her banner aloft in the name of our God and proclaim- 
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ing the pure Word, whether men will hear it or forbear. I be- 
lieve, before she can celebrate her most glorious victories, she 
must consent to be everywhere spoken against. ‘‘ Remember 
the word that I said unto you, The servant is not greater than 
his lord. If they have persecuted me, they will also persecute 


- you; if they have kept my saying, they will keep yours also.” 


John 15, 20. 

In case an external union with other church bodies can be 
effected, of course only on the ground of our confessions, such 
union is for various reasons to be desired. Since however an 
external union is not divinely commanded, but can in Christian 
liberty, according to circumstances, be undertaken or omitted, 
Synod must decide whether the documents placed before her 
pertaining to such matters are of such a character as necessitate 
their acceptance for the welfare of God’s Kingdom. Since many 
among us still have doubts, which can scarcely be removed at 
this meeting, and we must be cautious not to violate our love 
toward the brethren, it would certainly be prudent to postpone 
this matter until some future time. There need be no haste as 
yet, and it can certainly do no harm to further investigate and 
diseuss the matter in narrower circles before a final decision i6 
reached. It would evidently be a mistake if union with other 
bodies were pressed to such an extent that the unity among our- 
selves would thereby be disturbed. ; 

Since according to our present order all documents which are 
to receive consideration before Synod, must first be handed to the 
Preliminary Committee for a report on the same, I do not con- 
sider it necessary here to enter further upon the consideration of 
their contents. This committee will at the beginning of our busi- 
ness hand in a report on the different subjects demanding atten- 
tion, together with the necessary recommendations on the same, 
and also report an order of business pertaining thereto. 

Thus then we are ready to begin the arduous work of Synod. 
There are difficulties before us, which we dare by no means con- 
sider as unimportant, yet we have no reason to be fearful or 
frightened. Let us not with little faith and little courage begin 
this year’s work of Synod. We have been in straits, and we have 
passed. through years of trial since our last meeting. We are 
still.in need, and the wilderness of trial by no means lies behind 
us. It is all the more necessary that we should encourage one 
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another, and not do the work of the Lord negligently. The : 
gates of hell shall not prevail against the Church of Christ. . 
“God is in the midst of her; she shall not be moved; God shail : 
help her, and that right early.” Ps.46,6. The Lord has blessed us 
richly in spiritual and bodily gifts. He is our Shepherd; He will ae 
not let us want. Let us only cheerfully begin our work in His 14 tik | 
name, and joyfully trust in His help and blessing. But if we Ae 
wish to reap a blessing, we dare not shirk the burden of work eran 
resting upon us, neither in our congregations, nor in our common 
deliberations here. Certainly our synodical meetings are not |, aoe 
days of recreation.

THE REPORT OF THE BOARD. . 


In the name of the Seminary Board the undersigned beg 
leave to submit to your honorable body the following report: 


Again we have reasons to thank and praise our God for His 
grace and mercy extended to our Seminary for the past two — 
years. The Lord has protected this our institution and blessed 
the work of our hands. Both Professors and students were 
enabled to perform their work uninterrupted. ess be praised 
for His goodness and mercy. 


Thirty-two students attended the lectures in the Seminary 
during the school year of 1892-1895. Twelve of this number 
were admitted into the ministry. The number of students in 
the Seminary last year was 34. Ten of these were ordained to 
the office of the holy ministry at the close of the last term of 
school. Thus, during the past two years, twenty-two young 
were sent out into the Lord’s vineyard. May they ap- 
prove themselves worthy instruments in the work of the Lord’s 
kingdom. 

As yet your Board together with the Faculty has not suc- 
ceeded in adopting a plan by which the subject of mission could 
be introduced as a special branch in the theological course. 

A new departure, adopted by the members of the faculty 
and approved of by your Board, has been imtroduced since the 
last meeting of Synod. According to this arrangement the final 
examination is concluded with a public service in one of our 
churches in this city and appropriate diplomas are given to the 
students recommended for ordination. 

Your honorable body is herewith informed that a member 
of Synod has bequeathed his property to the seminary, for the 
purpose of endowing the chair of systematic theology. Four 
thousand dollars have already been paid with the understanding

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


The Board of Trusteés of Capital University herewith sub- 
mits its biennial report. While the Institution has not met with 
that prosperity which its many frends so much desire, yet they | 
have much for which to be truly thankful.—The health of 
professors and students has been comparatively. good, and the 
valuable property has been spared the destroyer’s hand. 

The number of students in attendance has not been as 
large as in former years. In the school year of 1892-1893, there 
were 81 members of the College and Grammar School Classes, 
and in the year of 1893-1894, there were 89 in all. The 
most deplorable fact in this connection is: that the num- 
ber of Grammar School pupils is very smai/, namely 17. 
A small number of students in this department means de- 
creased classes in the College. The rule governing applicants 
for beneficiary aid, requiring them to support themselves the first 

"4 year in School, has had much to do with depleting the number 
. of Grammar School attendants. As the Board does not desire 
this rule changed, the following resolution was passed: | 
Resolved, That the assistant editor of Lutherische Kirchenzeitung, 
Rev. E. A. Boehme, be asked to write an article for said paper, pointing 
out ways and means by which indigent young men entering our institn- 
tions may secure support for the first year. That at every December meet- 
ing the Faculty of Capital University report to the Board the names of all 


beneficiaries and the support each one receives, and that a similar report 
be made annually to the Districts. 


1a It is to be hoped that this action will result in a increased 

. number of students for our Graf#mar School. Twenty-eight 
of our students received thé Degree of Bachelor of Arts, since 
your last meeting. Applications have been made for the de- 
degrees of A. B. and A. M,, on the part of those not graduates 
of our Institution, and the Board resolved, that all such appli- 
cants must pass a satisfactory examination in the Senior studies, 
if they desire the degree of A. B. and after presenting satis- 
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factory Theses, as our present rule requires, they can obtain the 
degree: ‘‘ Magister Artium.” 

We have the pleasure of announcing to your honorable 
body, that Dr. M. Loy accepts the office of Dean of the Faculty 
and Prof. Schuette that of President of the Institution. 

A number of repairs and improvements have been made in the 
College Buildings since your last meeting. The papering and 
painting of the halls, in the Main Building, and the introduction 
of natural gas for heating and illuminating purposes, have 
indeed, been a great improvement, and give general satisfaction. 

Christ Congregation, through a Committee, conferred with 
your Board, with respect to a plan of connecting its pastorate 
with the house-fathership of the Institution. Your Board was 
not prepared to take definite action in the matter, and would 
thankfully receive advice upon this subject from your honorable 
body. |

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


a. Werecommend that the rule, that all students having in 
view the office of pastor or teacher in our parochial schools sup- 
port themselves the first year, that is, pay boarding, tuition, in- 
cidentals etc., be retained. Those students coming from our 
Orphans’ Home shall be supported by that institution until they 
can be received as beneficiaries. Students who are entirely 
destitute of means may ask their friends or individual congre- 
gations to help them. 

6. We move that with the consent of Christ Church the 
house-fathership be connected with the pastorate of that congre- 
gation, and that the person called to this position also have 
charge of the religious instruction in the Grammar School and 
College. The salary shall be equally divided between the congre- 
gation and the institution. 

c. We move that President of Joint Synod devote himself 
entirely to this office. Besides performing the duties imposed on 
him in our By-laws, he shall labor in the interest of our educa- 
tional, mission and publication work and represent these interests 
at meetings of Synod, pastoral conferences and in congregations. 
A salary of $1,500, besides house rent and traveling expenses, 
shall be paid him out the General Treasury.

/tem a. Synod had indeed acted upon this matter two years 
ago, since, however, the faculties of our different institutions did 
not interpret the action of Synod alike, it was considered neces- 
sary to state the meaning of Synod upon this matter more ex- 
plicitly. Synod felt itself constrained to adopt a trial year, not 
that our current expenses might thereby be reduced, but espe- 
cially because many students had received beneficiary support, | 
who, as time elapsed, proved themselves entirely unworthy of 
such aid, and unfit for the office of the ministry. Thus the 
money spent upon them was lost. The different faculties testi- 
fied to the wisdom of this rule of a trial year. That part of the 
sub-committee’s report, which made this rule binding also on 
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orphans from our Orphans’ Home, desiring to pursue the calling 
of a minister or teacher, met with some opposition. But it was 
made clear that funds can be obtained easier for our Orphans’ 
Home than for other institutions, and that if the authorities of 
our Orphans’ Home have young men whom they deem fit to go 
to any of our institutions of learning, they would only need to 
make their desire known through our papers, and the money for : 
the trial year would be forthcoming. >|

Jtem c. The creation of the office of a General President 


received long and earnest consideration. The necessity of such : 1} 
an office in our Synod has long been felt and has often received a yi 
attention in former years. A desire has often been expressed for uh 


a Superintendent of Missions, whose duty it should be not only 
to supervise the mission work, but to look up new fields; also of 
financial agent for our institutions. It was suggested therefore 
that the office of superintendent of missions, financial agent and 
president be merged into one, under the name of General Presi- 
dent, who could at least attend to the principal duties of these 
several offices. His duties need not simply be confined to those 
mentioned in the proposed changed constitution, but can be 
greatly enlarged, so as to include a general oversight over mis- 
sion work and publication matters; to attend District and Con- 
ference meetings for the purpose of giving information on any 
matter pertaining to synodical work. It is believed that such an 
office will pay for itself many times. ‘This is the principal reason 
for the creation of this office just now. Something must be done 
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to defray our current expenses and to reduce our debt, and it is 
believed that such an officer by information and encouragement 
could create a greater interest among our people in behalf of 
Synod. It was also emphasized that Synod would soon become 
a delegate body and that our pastors will become more and more 
estranged from each other, that such an officer would serve to 
bind the whole body closer together. The difficulty of securing 
a man with the necessary qualifications was generally recognized, 
for here we must not only consider a man’s ability, but also his 
disposition, age, competency in both languages. Fear was also 
expressed that the office of a General President might lose its 
origitial intention and ere we knew it we would have a bishop in 
our midst. | 

Ata later meeting o. Synod this matter again received at- 
tention. A motion was made to postpone the creation of the 
office of a General President for the present and to refer the mat- 
ter to the several Districts for further discussion. The reasons 
for this motion were two-fold: first because the subject was 
rather new among us, and secondly because of the additional 
expense. It seemed as if the creation of the office of a General 
President was about to go by the board, but its friends rallied 
once more to its support. Three reasons were especially given 
for this office: unity of spirit in matters of doctrine could be bet- 
ter preserved; unity of co-operation in the work of Synod; and 
a plan to liquidate our indebtedness. A deeper insight into the 
workings of Synod must convince every one that there is a defect 
somewhere in its organization. While our contributions have 
been increasing from year to year, yet they have not been keep- 
ing pace with the increase in number of pastors and people. The 
organism is out of gear. No just and valid reason can be given 
why our institutions should suffer want, while institutions of 
other synods are prosperous. Other synods have such an officer 
and we may profit by their example. We need not be alarmed 
about the centralization of too much power and authority in one 
man. On the contrary, many inequalities, discrepancies and 
weaknesses in our synodical work will disappear, when the 
proper man shall enter upon his duties as General President. 
Item ¢ of the sub-committee’s report was then adopted by an 
overwhelming majority. Yet the following persons desired to 
be recorded as voting against the nee Revs. G. Yung, A. 
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Eberbach, W, Niebuht, H. Althoff (of Western District), C. 
H, Althoff (of Northern District), and Philip Schmidt; delegates 
H. Althoff, J. Rentner and J. H. Toepel. In consequence of 
this decision a committee was appointed to propose candidates 
for President and Vice-President (one Eastern and one Western).

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


The Board of Directors of Woodville Seminary takes the 
liberty to submit to the Hon. Joint Synod the following report : 

During the period that has intervened between the last con- 
vention of Joint Synod and the present one, the work of our 
institution at Woodville has proceeded by the grace of God with 
gratifying results. Among the professors love and unity, which 
is so essential to success, prevailed. Diligence and conduct of . 
pupils were satisfactory. God most graciously preserved both 
professors and students from severe sicknesses and accidents. 

On September 1, 1892, this Board met and organized, elect- 

ing Rev. H. J. Schuh as president, Teacher Aug. Oberschulte as. 
secretary and B. S. Otten as treasurer. The other members of 
the Board are Rev. G. Dillmann, Rev. H. W. Mohrhoff, Teach®r 
L. R. Riedel, Messrs. D. Kalb and H. Toepel. 
_ Synod having resolved at its last meeting to rebuild the 
Teachers’ Seminary at Woodville, the Board instructed Director ~ 
Mees to have plans and specifications for the proposed building 
prepared by some competent architect. 

On September 1, 92, plans and specifications were presented 
to the Board for inspection and final adoption. 

All members of the Board were present at this meeting. — 
After closely examining the presented plans the Board pro- 
nounced the same very excellent and in every way suitable for 
the purpose- and accepted them with specifications. With 
respect to the price of the new building the Board instructed 
the Building Committee to act in accordance with the resolutions 
passed by Joint Synod at Richmond. (See Minutes 1892, p. 32.)

PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD ON 
WOODVILLE AFFAIRS. 


‘tiem 6., which moved to extend the course in the Seminary 
one year called forth an earnest debate. It was stated in defense 
of this point, since students enter this school immediately after 
confirmation, about the age of fourteen years, that at the end of 
a five-years’ course they may have acquired the necessary knowl- 
edge for a parochial school teacher, yet they had not reached that 
age and acquired that stability necessary to make them success- 
ful teachers. Furthermore, the term at present is too short to 
advance students in music as far as it is desired, that they may 
render good service.in a congregation also in this respect. It 
must also not be forgotten that our parochial school teachers must 
compete with our public school teachers and that they must be 
_ as able as the latter, and even more so if possible, so that our 
parochial schools may not be a disgrace, but an honor and credit 
to us wherever found. To this it was replied, that to lengthen 
the course one year means additional expense to Synod, and this 
is something we must avoid wherever possible under the existing 
circumstances. It was also stated that we ought to require a higher 
standing of young men before they enter Woodville, and that they 
should not be received too young. The foNowing was then of- 
fered as a substitute to /tem 6., and adopted: 


Resolved, That no young man be received at our school at Woodville 
until he has attained his fifteenth year. 


At @ later session of Synod, the authorities of the Wood-— 
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ville school stated that the substitute adopted would do our 
school there great injury. Upon motion item 2 and substitute 
were stricken out, so that matters at Woodville in this respect 
remain unchanged. 

/temc. This item created the usual spirited discussion 
which the question of co-education does in our midst. It was 
said that we have a number of parochial schools where young la- 


dies could be advantageously employed as helps, if they were 


prepared for the work. Applications are constantly being made 
by young ladies in and about Woodville for admission to our 
school there, especially in the department of music. This priv- 
ilege could be granted and would be a financial gain to the 
school. It was objected, however, that our present professor of 
music is overburdened now and that this change would involve 
the calling of a new man. However, the same plea that is made 
for Woodville, could be made just as validly and advantageously 
for any of our other institutions. The sphere of woman in the 
light of Scriptures also received its share of attention. The mo- 
tion was made to lay this matter on the table for the present and 


to refer it to the Districts and Conferences for further disegssion.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


By the grace of God the work of this institution has been ; 


carried on during the last two years without intermission. The 
teachers have been able to do their work with all faithfulness. 
With but few exceptions all the students of the seminary have 
been able to continue their studies. God has faithfully watched 
over our school and not permitted the prince of darkness to de- 
stroy it. God has done this out of pure fatherly goodness and 
mercy for Jesus’ sake, without any merit or worthiness of. our 
own. For all this we owe Him heartfelt thanks and praise. 
During the school year, from September 1892 to June 1893, 


there were fifty-eight students in the institution of whom twenty- 


eight belonged to the Seminary and thirty to the Preparatory 
Department. Eleven left the Seminary, after having passed a 
satisfactory examination, and entered the field. During the last 
year the number of students wag sixty-five; thirty in the Semi- 
nary, and thirty-five in the Preparatory Department. Eight of 
these were examined and sent into the field. Since the last 
meeting of Synod nineteen young men have thus entered the 
ministry from our Seminary. The health, diligence and deport- 
ment of the students were satisfactory. | 

* The new building ordered by Joint Synod was completed 
last Fall and dedicated in time for the Fall term. The Building 
‘Committee will hand in a separate report. At the meeting of 
the Board in June 1893 the salary of Prof. D. Ahi was raised to 
$800.00. At the same time it was resolved to pay the rent of 
the Professors. 

In regard to the bousefather and was 
made in so far that Rev. C. Schreiner was called to this office, as 
Prof. Wm. Schmidt lives too far from the Seminary. _oepadeoe 
board were voted to the new housefather.

REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMITTEE. 


Soon after the meeting of Joint Synod at Richmond, Ind., 
in 1892, this committee met in St. Paul, to select a location and 
to deliberate concerning the plan of the building, As president 
- Rev. Duborg was elected, as treasurer teacher Bammann, as. 
secretary the undersigned. Prof. Schmidt, Rev. Paul, teacher 
Bammann and the Messrs. C. Burkhart and Adolf Wier were 
chosen as executive committee. Unfortunately the committee 
did not find affairs as expected. Of the three places previously 
offered, but one was still to be had, and of the promised $5,000: 
not one cent was yet subscribed. Thus the committee was com-. 
pelled to postpone further action and commit the selection of 
location and plans to a sub-committee. After the $5,000 had at 
last been subscribed, the sub-committee having no other choice 
open, declared itself in favor of the McGoffin property on W. Tth 
street. In the transfer the owner stipulated, contrary to all ex- 
pectation, that the institution should not be removed within 25 
years, otherwise not only the real estate, but also the buildings. 
should revert to him. With this condition the officers of Joint 
Synod could not agree and, therefore, refused their signatures. 

Another meeting of the whole Building Committee thus be- 
came necessary. This took place on the 21st of September. 
The committee found a difficult state of affairs, feeling that it 
was not in the province of a synodical committee to act further; 
and yet was convinced, that, if our work in the Northwest was. 
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not to suffer severely, the matter could not be let lie. It was, 
therefore, determined that.the committee should dissolve itself 
as such, and organize as a society for the erection of a churchly 
institution to be given over to the Joint Synod at the next meet- 
ing thereof. The former officers and executive committee were 
elected, and as trustees were chosen: Rev. Duborg, Mr. C. Burk- 
hardt, and the undersigned. The McGoffin offer was refused and 
a site at Lake Phalen chosen. A plan submitted by contractor 
Engelbrecht was discussed and finally adopted. Among the bids 
for the erection of the building, that of Mr. C. Engelbrecht, at 
that time a member of our St. Paul’s congregation, was the 


lowest, viz. $19,900, which, by subsequent changes in the speci- - 


fications, was reduced to $18,000, inclusive of the heating appa- 
ratus and a ‘‘Boston Blower.” Not included in the contract 
were: the drilling of a well, the excavation of a cesspool, and 
the erection of a windmill. The contract was signed with Mr. 
Engelbrecht for $18,000, unfortunately, however, without re- 
quiring bond of him. We believed him trustworthy; and he 
claimed that if we exacted bond of him, we should be obliged to 
give double; that this was customary in St. Paul. The pay- 
ments were to be made according to estimates. | 

The work was begun and we endeavored to make the pay- 
ments as punctually as possible. But when the tightness of the 
money market made itself felt in July, we were sometimes sev- 
eral weeks behind, once even six. Collecting, both in our con- 
gregations and in St. Paul, was simply impossible, and we were, 
therefore, compelled to borrow. At the dedication of the insti- 
tution last September (or not long after) there had been paid by 
the treasurer to the contractor about $13,500. He had also col- 
lected a sumin St. Paul. In all there had been paid to him 
$14,637.85, so that according to contract we owed him $3,362.15. 
At the end of October he made an assignment, the consequence 
of which was that the institution was soon burdened with liens 
to the amount of $9,981.56. What was now to be done? Bond 
we had none. Should we allow the property worth at least 
$30,000 to go by the board, or seek to satisfy the lien holders? 
We resolved to do the latter. We succeeded in reducing the 
amount to $8,342.50. On the 3rd of May this sum was to be 
paid. We were able, however, to raise but $3,000 up to that 
date. We received a stay till July 3rd. But till then we could 
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pay only a further $2,250. We must, therefore, have at least 
$3,000, as one note is soon due. We know not where to borrow 
this sum. The exact condition of affairs will be seen from the 
accompanying report of the treasurer.., 

Thus it stands in St. Paul. We deplore the fact that we are 
not able to turn over the institution to the synod free of debt, 
confess also, that we have not acted with necessary foresight and 
carefulness, promise also, that when times become better, to do 
all we can to remove the burden of debt. We would remark 
also, that the distressing outcome is owing not a little to the hard 
times, which none could foresee; for this reason much of the 
subscribed money could not be collected in some of our congre- 
gations and also in St. Paul.

ltems a,b and Item a, which moved to sanction the or- 
ganization of the Building Committee as a private corporation, — 
first received attention. It was stated that the formation of a 
private committee became necessary for two reasons: First, be- 
cause the bonus of $5,000, as promised per telegram and letter to 
professors of St. Paul, at Richmond proved a deception; and 
secondly, because the location contemplated for a building site 
could not be obtained without complying with conditions which 
the Building Committee had no authority to accept in behalf of 
Synod. Nothing remained to be done if the erection of the new 
building was to go on but to organize as a private committee in 
the hope that Synod would accept their proceedings in good 
faith. It was repeatedly stated, and emphasized, that Synod 
had no right to censure this committee as a private 
body, but either to accept this building with its incum- 
brances or to reject it. To this it was replied that, strictly 
speaking, this committee is not responsible to Synod for its ac- 
tions, yet it must not be forgotten that this committee was hand- 
ling about $7,000.00 worth of Synod’s property, and in so far is 
answerable to Synod. In spirit, at least, this private body is 
still the Building Committee appointed by Synod. Item a was 
temporarily laid on the table and item ¢, which moved to accept 
the building with the indebtedness, was considered. In extenu- 
ation of the proceedings of this private body, it was said that al- 
though they had gone beyond the amount fixed and appropriated 
by Synod, yet the property was fully worth all it cost. The five 
acres donated are very valuable. The building is beautiful and 
substantial, The location is excellent, facing Lake Phalen, and 
the central part of the city is easily accessible by street car lines. 
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It was also stated that no doubt the bad state of affairs was iby 
greatly due to the present financial depression. Money might B) 
have been secured to lessen the indebtedness, but it was deemed fh i:

Paul’s Seminary begs leave to submit to the Hon. Joint Synod 
the following report: The work of this Institution has been 
successfully and satisfactorily carried on during the past two 
years. The good Lord has graciously watched d6ver our Semi- 
nary, shielding it from calamities and preserving both teachers 


and students from disease and other evil, so that the work could 


be performed without interruption. The deportment and dili- 
gence of the students were satisfactory. The professors have 
discharged their duties in a praiseworthy manner. To God be 
given all praise and thanks. 

The number of students in the past two years exceeded that 
of the two preceding years. During the scholastic year 1892~—'93 
there were 23 students in the Institution, viz. 9 if the Seminary 
and 14 in the Proseminary; 6 of those in the Seminary were sent 
forth into the ranks of the ministry. During the last school-year 
there were 14 students in attendance, 3 in the Seminary and 11 
in the Proseminary. At the close of the year 3 were, upon 
examination, dismissed into the ministry. | 

Thus it will be seen that if the last two years 9 young men 
were sent out from this Institution into the ministry. The pros- 
pects are that the school will have in the coming year a consid- 
erably larger attendance. Our Institution is working as a leaven 
in the Lutheran Church of the South. May the dear Lord 
bountifully remember and bless her and all her friends. 

The Academy, in connection with our school, has been car- 
ried on very successfully under the professorship of S. M. Ham- 
rick. This department does not cost Synod anything, but is of 
great benefit to the school. 

With regret we call attention to the fact that the professor- 
ship of the Proseminary is vacant on account of the resignation 
of Prof. W. E. Tressel, and we ‘beg Joint Synod to fill the posi- 
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tion as soon as possible, that the work of our Institution and her 


influence be not crippled. 
Finally we desire to state that the term of office of Rev. G.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


After Joint Synod at its last convention had with gratitude 
toward God and the kind donors accepted an offer of $7,000 for 
the foundation of a Home for aged in or about Allegheny, Pa., 


the whole matter of organizing such an institution was placed — 


temporarily in the, hands of the Eastern District in connection 
with the President of Joint Synod. This District at its meeting 
in October 1892, held at Oil City, appointed the following com- 
mittee for this purpose: Rev. H. J. Schuh, Allegheny, Pa., 
Rev. P. M. Reidenbach, Pittsburgh, Pa., Rev. E. A. Boehme, 
Youngstown, O., Messrs. G. D. Simen and H. Ahlers of Alle- 
gheny, Pa., and Mr. L. Glueck of Coitsville, O. This committee 
met for the first time Nov. 15, 1892, in Allegheny, and organized 
by electing the following temporary officers: Pres. Rev. H. J. 
Schuh, Sec. Rev. E. A. Boehme. Mr. H. Ahlers, having de- 
clined the appointment, Mr. Hespenheide was chosen in his 
stead as a member of the committee, and after the adoption of a 
constitution at the permanent organization, was elected treasurer. 
The temporary president and secretary were chosen as permanent 
officers. The constitution as finally adopted with the approval 
of the President of Joint Synod is herewith submitted, also a 
transcript of the charter granted by Common Pleas Couft 
No. 2 of Allegheny Co., May 27, 1895, ne ee 
laws of Pennsylvania. 

Not until the third meeting did the Board agree as to the 
location of the ‘‘Home.” This decision was facilitated by an 
offer of a property in Wood’s Run, Allegheny, instead of the 
original offer of $5,000. This property consisting of about 
2 acres of land and a very commodious dwelling % valued at 
$22,000, subject to a mortgage of $5,000. After the committee 
had carefully considered the offer and inspected the property, the 
proposition was accepted with thanks to God and the kind 
donors, April 18, 18938. By the help of God we were also 
enabled to cancel the mortgage or $5,000, making all necessary

repairs, and completely furnish the building, so that the whole 
property together with its furniture can hereby be handed over 
to Synod free of debt. In this connection we should mention the 
fact that a second one of the brethren making the original offer 
of $7,000, raised his donation of $1,000 to $2,500, thus adding 
very materially to the accomplishment of our object: 

After the question of location had thus been so satisfactorily 
solved, the Board next turned its attention to the management 


of the institution. From the beginning we were of the opinion -— 


that the management should if possible be placed in the hands 
of Deaconesses and therefore the Board, through its President, 
Rev. Schuh, applied to the Mary J. Drexel Home of Philadelphia, 
Pa. After a personal conference of the President with the 
management of said institution and a personal inspection of 
our ‘‘ Home” by the Mother Superior two sisters from Phila- 
delphia were sent to take charge of our institution. We desire 
herewith gratefully to acknowlege the valuable advice of the 
Mother Superior in the matter of furnishing and arranging the 
‘‘Home.” On Sept. 9, the superintending sister Anna Lohmann, 
and her assistant sister Veronica Eich afrived, in company with 
Rev. C. Goedel of the Mary J, Drexel Home and on the evening 
of the following day were installed at a public service held in 
St. John’s church. The contract between the Board and the 
Mother House, the ‘‘ Rules and Regulations” (Hausordnung) 
and questions to be answered by applicants are hereby submitted. 

The dedication of the_‘‘Home” took place Sept. 24, 1893, 
all the neighboring con and many from a distance 
participating. Rev. Schuh conducted the dedicatory services. 
Rev. Butz, Sen., and Dr. Loy were the speakers of the day. The 
‘*Home” was opened with a small number of inmates and thus 
began its blessed mission. Thus far our work has been rather 
limited, not for any want of applicants, as there have been very 
many such. But the Board did not feel at liberty to offer the 
benevolence of the institution to such who were not members of 
congregations in connection with our Synod and not even mem- 
bers of the Lutheran Church, We have favorably acted only on 
such applications which in all respects complied with our consti- 
tution. Accordingly, so far only four men and five women were 
accepted. Of this number one woman was called away by 
death, two men and one woman left of their own accord, so that 
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at present we have but five inmates: two men and three women. 
A number of other applications are still under consideration. 
We are not discouraged at this small number of inmates, but feel 
assured that it is for the good of the institution to grow slowly. 
Only the Sisters in charge of the ‘“‘Home” felt they ought 
to have moré to do, so that the Board resolved to allow them to 
do charitable work in our congregations as much as time per- 
mitted. It should be mentioned also that Rev. Goessling was 
appointed pastor of the ‘‘Home” and with the assistance of the 
German pastors of the Pittsburgh local conference, conducts 


divine service in the institution every Sunday afternoon. 


It was resolved to set apart Trinity Sunday as the day for 
the annual festival and Thanksgiving Day as ‘‘ Donation Day” 
for the ‘‘Home.” But as the proceeds of these days will hardly 
be sufficient to defray the expenses of the institution, we would 
ask Joint Synod for the present to appropriate $1,000 annually 
from the General Treasury for its support. All moneys which 
are sent to the ‘‘Home” directly during the year, shall be 
deducted from this amount. But the moneys paid as admission 
fees and bequests, the proceeds of the annual festival, and dona- 
tion day as well as the contribution box at the ‘‘ Home” shall] 
not be deducted from this amount. 

Finally we would call attention to the fact that Joint Synod 
must at this meeting elect a Board of Directors, as the term 
of office of the present Board elected by the Eastern District 
under instruction from Joint. Synod, expires at this convention. 

And thus we commend this new institution together with the 
work which it is intended to do to the Synod. May she by the 
grace of God, so foster this her youngest child, that the glory 
of the Lord and the welfare of many aged fathers and mothers 
may be advanced thereby.

CONSTITUTION. 


lL NAME. 
This institution shall be known. as “‘St. John’s Lutheran Home of 
Allegheny, Pa.” 
Il. OBJECT. 


It shall be the object of this institution to furnish a Christian home to 
such who in old age, being without a home, are in need of help and care. 


MANAGEMENT. 


21. The Board of Directors (Trustees). 


a. The management of this institution is given into the hands of a 
Board of Directors, to be appointed by the Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio 
_ and other States. This Board shall be composed of six members, three be- 
ing pastors and three laymen. 

5. The term of office shall be six years, and they shall be chosen in 
such a manner that every two years, at the meeting of Joint Synod, two 
members retire and two others are chosen in their stead. The organiza- 
tion of the Board takes place anew at the first meeting after the convention 
of Joint Synod. 

c. Between the meetings of Joint Synod the Board shall have the right 
to fill vacancies, with the approval of the president of Joint Synod. 

d. This Board shall be empowered as Board of Trustees to act in the 
name of Synod, and to be its legal representative. “It is responsible to 
Synod for all its actions, and reports to the same every two years and as 
often as required by the president of Joint Synod. 

e. The Board meets regularly every second Tuesday in January, April, 
July and October. Special meetings may be called at any time by the 
Chairman or two members of the Board. ; 
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J. Four members constitute a quorum. 
42. The officers of the Board are 


a. A Chairman, whose duty it shall be to preside at all meetings of 
the Board, and in the meantime to supervise the management of the insti- 


tution.

IV. ADMISSION AND DISMISSION. 
21. Admission. 


a. The question of admitting an applicant must be decided by the 
Board by a two-thirds majority of all members. In case of necessity the 
officers may admit temporarily. 

6. Only such aged persons may be admitted who enjoy an irreproach- 
able reputation, and are not able to support themselves or are without a 
home. Aged persons possessed of means, who are in search of a Christian 
home, may also be received by paying a reasonable compensation, as long 
as there is room. 

¢. Asarule no one shall be received under sixty years of age. Every 
applicant shall, if possible, immediately after entering the Home pay an 
admission fee of $250.00. 

d. Every applicant shall submit to a probation of six months. Should 
he, after the lapse of this time, not be definitely received, or of his own 
accord leave the institution, his admission fee, after a deduction of $3.00 
per week boarding, shall be refunded. 

¢. Every applicant shall be able to present a good recommendation 
from a pastor of the Ohio Synod and from the church council of a congre- . 
gation served by a pastor of the Ohio Synod, with reference to confession 
and life. He shall also furnish a certificate from 4 reputable physician to 
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the effect that the applicant is not suffering from lunacy, nor from a con- 
tagious disease, wor Troms ouch as would subject him to constant 
medical treatment.

g. At the time of his final reception the applicant shall signify his 
approval of this Constitution, as also of the Rules and Regulations (Gaus- 
orbnung) of the institution, and shall sign a document to that effect before 
a notary public. 

22. Dismission. 

a. Every inmate of the Home is at liberty, even after ‘his final admis- 
sion, to leave at any time. But in such case he shall have no claim on the 
Home for his admission fee. Should he have transferred any property to 
the institution such property shall be refunded, yet without interest. 

6. Should an inmate not be willing to submit to the order of the 
Home, and should all admonition on the part of the housefather or matron 
and the Board prove fruitless, so that he disturbs the peace of the institu- 
tion, the Board shall be empowered to expel such an inmate from the | 
Home. In such case also the person concerned shall have no claim on the 
Home for his admission fee. Whatever other property he may have trans- ” 
ferred to the Home shall be refunded, yet without interest. 

c. Should an inmate become demented, and in consequence thereof 
become dangerous to his surroundings, the Board shall have the right, 
after medical testimony to this effect, to remove such person to an asylum 


V. AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. — 


21. This Constitution may be altered at any time by a two-thirds 
majority of Joint Synod. 

22. By-Laws in conformity with this Constitution may be passed by 
the Board by a two-thirds majority. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


1. The inmates of the Home are required to observe proper respect 
toward the superintending Sister (matron) and other officers of the insti- 
tution and to submit to all regulations made. They shall also endeavor to 
cultivate peace and good will among themselves. 

2. As far as they are able, they shall be willing to make themselves 
_useful under the direction of the superintending sister or matron and shall 
_ perform the work assigned with cheerfulness. Whether the inmates shall 
work ‘and what they shall do, is to be left to the judgment of the matron. 

3. Common meals shall be taken three times a day: at 7:30 A. M., 
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12M. and6P.M. (Should any one need refreshments in the meantime,. 
application shall be made to the matron.) The inmates shall appear at 
meals, cleanly and ordefly. 

4. All who live in the Home, except such as are hindered by sickness 
or weakness, shall partake at these meals and also take part in the family — 
worship immediately following the morning and evening meal. 

5. The inmates shall see to preserving the furniture and bedding from 
damage and that their rooms be kept in order. This shall have reference 
to their own private property as well as to that of the institution. Every 
inmate must, upon entering the institution, hand in to the matron an

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


By the grace of God our institution has now passed its 15th 


year. As in all former years, so also in the past two years, we 
_ have cause to confess: The Lord has guided, the Lord has sup- 
plied. What all transpires in the course of two years in so large 
a family, consisting of 120 members, composed of children of 
such different parentage and history, is known only to those 
unto whose care they are entrusted. The months of November 
and December of the year 1893 and January and February of 
this year were very eventful for our Orphans’ Home. Rev. 
Dingeldey, who, 15 years ago, with youthful zeal had taken the 
rudder of the institution and through the grace of God had 
worked beneficially for the Home, was accused by the 
‘‘Richmond Humane Society” of having, in punishment, mal- 
treated a boy, Edgar Burkhard by name. The Orphans’ Home 
Board examined into the matter immediately, and according to 
the statements of the teachers, employes and older scholars in 
the house, the Board found that matters were not as represented 
and that the punishment inflicted by the house-father was not 
undeserved. The decision was published in the church papers 
at that time by the secretary in the name of the Board. Be- 
fore the court, however, Edgar Burkhard and his physician ac- 
cused Rev. Dingeldey of maltreatment. This was then also 
testified to by other witnesses, and the consequence was that 
Rev. Dingeldey was found guilty. Before the church this ver- 
dict of the courts and the explanation which the Board pub- 
lished seemingly stand in contradiction. This contradiction is 
thus to be explained : 


1, in of an aubited accee. which took plece 


between Rev. Dingeldey and the prosecuting attorney, the boy, 
Edgar Burkhard, was not admitted for our examination by the 


prosecuting attorney. . 
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2. Certain witnesses ‘upon whom the courts based their 
verdict were riot at our service, 

8. The court was influenced, by the aroused public feeling 
of the population of Richmond, brought about by,the daily 
press. 
Nevertheless the Board is yét convinced that the verdict of 
the court has been harsh and unjust beyond measure. 

On the day after the conviction the Richmond papers sur- 
prised us with the statement that the mother of the boy in- 
tended to have Rev. Dingeldey arrested to extort $10,000 from 
him for the maltreatment of her boy, who, through the punish- 
ment, should have received a disease of the bladder. Rey. 
Dingeldey’s true friends now advised him to leave the State of 
Indiana as soon.as possible. : 

Rev. Dingeldey, before leaving, handed in his resignation. 
The Board found itself necessitated to accept this resignation 
forthwith : 

1, ot the time of. the of. the. tha 
Orphans’ Home was without ‘‘ father” or ‘‘ mother.” 

2. Because at this time one girl was very sick and other 
difficulties existed in the Home. 

8. Because the public feeling made it impossible for the 
same house-father to hold his office in Richmond, and besides, 
his person was in great danger. 

4. Because, through the public newspaper reports, the 
judgment of the Synod had faken such a shape that a change in 
this institution appeared to be absolutely necessary. | 

The writer was then asked to immediately move to the 
Orphans’ Home with his family, and if possible, to remain until 
a ‘‘house-father” had been called and could take his office. 3 

After the Board had sent out several calls in vain, it thought 
best to refer the matter to the Synod in regard to further calls. 
The Board hopes that the Synod may succeed in finding a fitting 
man for this office. 

The Board calls attention to the fact that the term of office 
of Rev. Mayer, of Greenville, O.; Messrs. John Schulz, of Rich- 
mond, Ind., and Eli Hughes, of Hartford City, Ind., and the 
has expired. 

The children received since the founding of the riiietnatans 
number 296. On the 1si day of July, 1892, there were 104 chil- 
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dren in the institution: Boys 55, girls 49. At present there are 
97:. Boys 56, girls 41. Applications for admission in the last 
two years were 48, of which 31 were considered and 18 boys and 
13 girls were received. 

During this time 24 inmates left the home. Six (6) half 
orphans were returned to their foster parents and the others, 
confirmed boys and girls; were cared for in different businesses. 
Four are students of the Teachers’ Seminary at Woodville, O. 
One is at our institution at Columbus, O. 

On Palm Sundays of 1893 and 1894 there were 24 children, 
10 girls and 14 boys, confirmed. God grant that they may re- 
main true to their confession and hope. Through the grace of 
God the institution was not visited by sickness to any great ex- 
tent, and with but few exceptions there is a good spirit among 
the children. There was not a death. . 

within, and the repairs necessary from time to time were at- 
tended to, and now the buildings throughout are in good condi- 
tion. 

The new school-building, the corner-stone of which was laid 
July 10, 1893, was dedicated on the day of the festival, May 3, 
of this year. There is yet a considerable debt resting on the 
same, which the Synod is to assume at this meeting. Regarding 
financial matters, such as receipts and expenses, I would refer 
you to the report of the treasurer of the Orphans’ Home Board. 

The instruction in the Orphans’ Home school is the same as 
in our parochial schools: German, English, Arithmetic, Geog- 
raphy, United States History, Reading and Penmanship, and 
above all the Catechism and Bible History are the branches 
taught. | 


Mr. Julius Zinsser instructs in those branches taught in Ger- - 


man and Miss Minnie Greiner in those taught in English. The 
Examination was satisfactory to the Board. 

_ "The domestics of the institution are one farm hand and four 
confirmed boys, one cook, two sewing girls, one matron in the 
dining hall, six confirmed girls as helps for the other housework. 
Live stock as follows: Five horses, nine cows, six steers, three 
calves, forty-fivechogs and a number of chickens. 


The crop on the farm was good. We had fifteen acres of 


wheat of our own and three acres on share and received 410 
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bushels. Further, we have four acres of potatoes, eight acres 
_ of oats, twenty-four acres of corn, eight acres of grass, three 
acres of beans, three acres of sugar cane and one acre of sweet 
corn. Thus it would seem as though, in this way, we had 
gained much by farming, which is not the case when we cousider 
the expenses and low price of the crops. If the orphan children 
are to be fed and clothed, as many members of the Synod desire 
they should be, then it is hardly possible for the house-father, 
who has 120 members in his family, to do this with $6,000, and 
it is true, unless we can feed and clothe our orphan children 
properly, we had better give it up altogether. In case the 
Synod cannot appropriate more than $6,000 it will be necessary 
to limit the number to be admitted. The number of children 
seeking admittance has increased from year to year. Several 
children had to be refused admittance to our great sorrow, but 
we will be obliged to refuse as long as the means of support of 
a greater number of children are lacking. 

) For those children now in the institution we have faithfully 
cared in spite of the heavy debt. All friends deserve our hearty 
thanks. Whoever, in the name of God, carries on such a work 
will surely receive God’s blessing. Whatever is done for such 
children the Lord will consider as done for Him.

ACTION OF SYNOD. 


Since the particulars relative to the case of Rev. J. Dingel- 
dey have already appeared in our church papers, it is not consid- 
ered necessary here to give a full report of the discussion of 
Synod upon this matter. An opportunity was given Rev. Wick- 
emeyer, as president of therinstitution, and Rev. Dingeldey, as 
former house-father, to make a public statement concerning the 
sad affair which led to the resignation of Rev. J. Dingeldey who, | 
for 15 years has served Synod in the capacity of house-father with 
great efficiency and success. The fact was emphasized that it is 
not meet for us to criticise the decision of the public courts. 
Yet on the other hand it was said, that while the courts are 
guided by the State laws, we must judge according to God's 
Word, which of course does not harmonize with the American 
idea of training children. After the report was adopted, Rev. 
Dingeldey was extended a vote of thanks for his many years of 


‘faithful service in behalf of Synod. ‘The same good will was

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


DReAR BRETHREN :— During the last Biennium our publica- 
tion interests have progressed notwithstanding the depression of 
the times. We owe it to God that we are enabled to make a hope- 
ful report, and it is meet that we give Him thanks for His mani- 
fest blessing upon this institution of Synod. 

_ 1. The brethren elected to this Board at the last convention 
of Synod, met yet during the same convention and organized by 
electing Rev D. Simon as chairman, Rev. J. Sheatsley as secre- 
tary, and Rev. D. Simon, teacher C. W. Linsenmann and C. R. 
Martens ds the executive committee. At the meeting held in 
October of 1892, Rev. E. A. Boehme notified the Board that he 
would under no consideration accept the editorship of the Kirchen- 
zeitung, to which Synod had elected him. Prof. Stellhorn, who 
was temporarily appointed to this position by the Board over two 
years ago, has served in this capacity up to the present. Possibly 
he may be prevailed upon to agree to a final acceptance of the 
appointment. Later Prof. Hemminghaus was appointed mis- 
sionary editor of the Airchenzeitung instead of Rev. Werder. 
At the meeting held in December of 1892, Rev. Oglesby handed 


in his resignation as editor of the Lesson Leaf. The undersigned — 


was appointed in his stead. At the meeting held in June of 1894 
Rev. Boehme handed in his resignation as associate editor of the 
Kirchenzeitung, and also as editor of the Ainderfreude. At the 
same meeting Rev: E. Pfeiffer handed in his resignation as mem- 
ber of the Board. Inasmuch as only a few months intervened 
until the meeting of Synod both resignations are ete referred 
to that body.

GENTLEMEN: — In presenting this, my 13th annual report, | 

I catmot but call attention to the hard times we have gone . 

through. It has sorely tried us. The erection of a new build- ; 
ing and equipping the departments with new type and machinery Ae Re: 


had put us to considerable expense. The payment of bills and 
was no 


easy 
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We now have only a loan of $2,200 from banks and this we 
expect to pay off in the next 60 days. All other loans are mostly 
from members of Joint Synod on easy terms, and if business picks 
up, which I have every reason to believe it will, we can edb 
considerable every year. - 

The different departments have worked together ential 
ously, and I feel confident that we have a good force. The ex- 
penses of the different departments will be decreased every year, 
as we are now well equipped, and nothing will have to be bought 
in the way of new material to any great extent for the next few 
years to come, unless business gets much better, so that it will 
require more machinery. 

On the Ist of April we had individual loans amounting to 
$46,530.85 and $2,200 from banks and $6,500 mortgages, balance 
on the site. We owe on April, 1894, to individual creditors the 
sum of $4,748.03, which is much smaller than. last year, and 


which amounted as follows: Individual creditors $6,114.46, be- 


sides $3,549.51 on type and $1,211 on machinery. The out+ 
standing debt last year outside of the type and machinery was: 
Site $8,100; $5,000 loan from Brooks, Butler & Co.; Ohio Sav- 
ings Bank $1,000; on individual loans $32,738.85. While this 
shows a slight increase over last year, it must be borne in mind 
that money that was received during the latter part of last March 
has not been applied, as the notes will not fall due until this and 
next month. Besides this a number of creditors have been paid 
since the making of this report, make up 
the ‘difference. 

Another important item is the Interest account, which, in 
round figures, amounts to about $2,500 per year, and which was 
taken out of the business. 

We also have been able to discount our bills in the last tén 
weeks, which we were not able to do for some time past. 

The following itemized tables will give a comprehensive 
view of the financial standing of the business of the Book Con- 
cern from April 1, 1892 to April 1, 1898, and also from April 1, 
1893 to April 1, 1894. It will not be overlooked, that the in- 
voice for all departments is here included.

IV., Synod pro- 
ceeded to discuss the Statutes handed in two yearsago. Under 
Article I. the word “adjacent” States was substituted for 
‘‘other” .States, the official name of Synod. Articles III. . 
and IV. were adopted without change. Under article V., 4. 2 
the words ‘‘and Vice-President” were stricken out. For 2. 1 
the following was offered as a substitute: All books and pamph- 
lets, published under the auspices of Joint Synod, mist first be 
examined as to their doctrinal character by an editing committee, 
consisting of the theological Professors of Capital University. 
All other publications not ordered by Joint Synod need not be 
examined by said committee, yet caution must be used that 
nothing go forth from our Book Concern. of an offensive or 
objectionable character. No vote was taken upon this substi- 
tute, as Synod discontinued the discussion upon the Statutes. 

With reference to A. VII., it was resolved, that the Publica- 
tion Board be instructed to consider the advisability of issuing 
non-interest bearing bonds.

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION BOARD. 


DEAR BRETHREN: By the grace of God the Mission Board 
is permitted to present its fifth biennial report. The last two 
years of the decade of the Board’s existence have been such as 
try men’s souls. The financial stringency which had already 
announced itself when Synod convened at Richmond, Ind., but 
which was then considered Miere passing grew into vast 
proportions and made itself felt in every department of our work. 
Some few of our old places had to be abandoned; very few new 
points could be taken up, especially during the last twelve 
months; our treasury is empty and even in debt. While this is 
trying, seeing that with sufficient means the old places could 
have been continued, with at least moderate success, and new 


and promising fields could have been occupied, the men being | 


generally available at present, the situation is aggravated by a 
dissatisfaction on the part of some of the synodical brethren. It 
seems that some are not satisfied with the choice of fields made 
by the Board, while others think they could divide the funds 
- more equitably. Be this as it may, one thing is certain, the 
Board has, in every instance, acted to the best of its knowledge 
and ability. ‘Tio judge the Board’s actions aright, it is necessary 
to know all the circumstances surrounding a giveri case. In the 
choice of places for instance, the ultimate strategic advantages at 
times outweigh the immediate results. In the comparing of sup- 
port, it is necessary to ask: ‘‘ Did the Board call the man, and 
determine his salary, or did the Board simply add something to 
, the support promised by the congregation which extended the 
* call without asking whether the Board could aid to the amount 
desired or not? Where do the men in question labor: in country 
towns, where living is comparatively inexpensive, or in cities 
where everything is high in price? Has the man a German field 
with perquisites or an English field practically devoid of these? 
Has he a family or is he unmarried? If he has a family, are the 


members dependent upon his salary or can they aid in carrying | 
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the household expenses?” Such, and a host of other questions, 
must be satisfactorily answered before a just decision can be 
reached in any case. 

It is to be deplored that the Board is obliged to let so many 
petitions go unheeded. But, brethren, it is not beeause the places 
you propose are considered unpromising or because you are dis- 
criminated against. It is, on the one hand, because some other 
places are even more important than yours. It is, on the other 
hand, because other places, possibly less encouraging than yours, 
are already receiving every mite of the means at the Board’s dis- 
posal, and we can't withdraw our aid_and thus undo what has al- 
ready cost much labor and money. 

In passing judgment on the labors of the Board, it must also 
be kept in mind that every member of the same is either a pastor 
or a teacher and therefore not at liberty to devote all of his time 
and thought to the work of the Board. Besides, we are on this 
account almost entirely dependent upon the judgment and repre- 
sentations of others in reaching our conclusions. While, how- 
ever, some make liberal use of pen and ink, others are very eco- 
nomic in this regard. Is it, therefore, surprising that the Board 
is at times seemingly more favorable to one section than to an- 
other? If any member of Synod knows of a place which should 
receive the support of the Board, that place should be carefully 
canvassed, facts should be ascertained as far and as fully as pos- 
sible and these should then be submitted to the Board in detail. 
Here reference must again be made to the reports, especially 
from some of those congregations which have indeed called their | 
pastors themselves, but who still receive aid from Synod. It 
seems that several do not consider themselves as coming under 
the rules regulating the reports of our missionaries. Conse- 
quently only occasional and very brief reports reach us. Of 
course this does not enable the Board to have a sufficiently clear 
view of the field to enable it to act intelligently. 

While, however, clouds were over us, these clouds had rifts 
and silver linings. God be praised! 


A BRIEF SURVEY OF THE WORK DONE 


during the past two years, will serve to show how matters stand 
at present. 
Calls extended and aid granted.—Soon after the adjourn- 
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ment of Synod at Richmond, Ind., English work was begun in 
that city. A church was purchased for $2,875.00. July 18, 1892, 
Rev. J. Beck was called by the Board to take charge of this work 
at a salary of $600.00. The call was accepted. The work has 
been very successfully carried on. The property is being paid 
for without any aid from the Building. Fund, while by far the 
larger part of the pastor’s support comes from the congregation. 

By a resolution of Joint Synod, the Board was held to begin 
English work at Spokane, Washington. After having ineffectu- 
ally called Bros. Lose, Lenski and others, it was thought best to 
put the English work into Rev. P. F. Hein’s hands, together 
with the German work already entrusted to him. This arrange- 
ment cost the Board $400.00, but did not meet the requirements 
of Synod. Hence in February, 1893, Candidate Reidenbach, of 
Columbus, was called. He declined to accept. After due delib- 
eration, Rev. P. F. Hein was called to the English congregation, 
organized by him in the meanwhile. He accepted the call with 
a salary of $600.00 from the Board, and a promise of $240.00 
from the congregation. Before long, lots were secured and steps 
taken to builda church. The subsequent history is sufficiently 
known to you through circulars and appeals in our church pa- 
papers. Owing to a heavy, interest-bearing debt and a lack of 
income, the congregation could not meet the obligations to its 
pastor. Rev. Hein declared that he would be obliged to leave 
the field, unless the deficiency could be made up by the Beard. 
The choice of one of the horns of a dilemma was given us: 
Either grant the request, making support from the Board of 
$780.00, or expend from $300.00 to $400.00 to pay the moving 
and traveling expenses of another man, and run the risk of los- 
ing everything. The former was chosen. Further and detailed 
information can be given verbally, if desired. 

_ By another resolution of Joint Synod the Board was re- 
quired: to call a traveling missionary for Texas. In September, 
1892, Rev. J. F. Doescher was called to this position. This call 
was returned. Thereupon Rev. F. Maser was called, but also 
returned the call. Then Rev. Doescher was called a second 
time and accepted. He receives a salary of $600.00 and travel- 
ing expenses. Up to this time he has labored in southeastern 
Texas, recently organizing a congregation. By a resolution of 
the Texas district he is requested to make Kingsbury his centér 
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of operations. This would not only bring him into the vicinity 
of other Ohio Synod congregations, and also into a more prom- 
ising section of the State, but would also relieve the treasury of 
a portion of his support, seeing that Kingsbury would raise a 
part of his salary. Viewing it thus, the Board advised the pro- 
posed change. 

In July, 1892, Rev. G. Finke, of Aitkins, Minn., was 
granted $50.00 support. Later on this congregation was voted 
the modest sum of $25.00 from the Building Fund. In the 
spring of 1894 Rev. Finke accepted a call to Le Mars, Io. The 
Board has no means of knowing what is done at Aitkins at 
present. 

In September, 1892, Rev. M. L. Peter, of La Paz, Ind., 
was granted $100.00 for work done at South Bend, Ind. When 
he could no longer do this work Candidate W. E. Arnholt, of 
Hickory, was called by the Board at a salary of $400.00, the ex- 
pectation being that the field would defray all rents and at least 
one-half of the salary. Later developments proved that this 
could not be done. After Rev. Arnholt had gone to Wabash, 
Ind., the work was not continued. 

In the same month Rev. G. Wenning was called to Charles- 
ton, W. Va., where Rev. J. C. Waltner, of Ponieroy, O., had be- 
gun work. The people promised $400.00, the Board $100.00. 
After laboring several months Rev. Wenning resigned on ac- 
count of ill health. Later on Candidate T. F. Reitz, Columbus, 
O., was called by the congregation. The work is progressing 
aively. A new church has been built and largely paid for by the 
people. 

In November, 1892, after having received repeated and 
urgent appeals, the Board called Rev. F. J. Lange as missionary 
to the Palouse Country, Wash. This call, 4 call to Rev. A. 
Krause and a number of others to the ssme place, were all re- 
turned. At last the field was lost to us, the delay having dis- 
couraged the people.

Upon the removal of Rev. L. A. Detzer, the Christus-Ge- 
meinde of Detroit called Candidate W. E. Kaeding. He receives 
$10 per month. | 

Rev. C. Meyer, traveling missionary in Kansas, had long 
desired that his field be divided. An opportunity seemed to 
present itself when Stratton and Trenton, Nebraska, desired a 
man who should devote his time to these two places and their 
vicinity. A call was at last extended to Candidate J. Doescher, 
of Afton. The understanding was that the field should furnish 
a house and possibly all of the $300 salary promised. On some 
ground objection was found to the manner in which the call had 
been issued. At last the Board had to call Rev. Doescher and 
assume the support promised him, although it was assuming just 
that much of a debt. The field seems drought-stricken in more 
than one sense of the word. 

During the summer of 1892 Student A. O. Swinehart 
preached at Barnes and other places in Kansas. Through his 
labors the field was put into shape that Rev. J. L. Kibler could 
be called. After a short stay, Rev. K. resigned. Upon the 
urgent retuest of the people, Candidate Swinehart was called in 
the early part of 1898, going thither in June. He is laboring 
there with success. 

Rev. C. F. W. Allwardt having heeded a call to Shelbyville, 
Tll., Portland, Oregon, became vacant. Instead of calling a man, 
the congregation put this matter into the hands of the Board. In 
August, 1893, Rev. A. Krause, of Tacoma, Wash., was called at 
a salary of $600. While the outlook is not bad, the whole 8 
port has thus far been drawn from Synod.

Rev. J. P. Hentz having resigned on account of ill health, 
St. Peter’s, Columbus, O., became vacant.

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THE BUILDING FUND. 


This auxiliary was fairly well remembered, as can be seen 
_ from the treasurer’s report. Much good can be accomplished by 
means of this fund. It should receive still more attention. 
Reformation Day should not be forgotten, nor the collection 
designated for the Building Fund. Several loans, as can be seen 
from the circular recently issued, are long since past due. The 
borrowers, however, are either not able or not disposed to return 
what has aided them and what should now be given to others. 
Synod should say what shall be done in such cases. Owing to 


some very urgent appeals for help from the Building Fund when 
there was no money in this treasury, the Board undertook to 


borrow money, giving the lenders notes signed by the members — 


of the Board, and taking security from the congregations, who 
must also pay the interest, where such is asked. At last it was 
found necessary to desist from this practice, seeing that too 
many asked aid in this way. The fact that large sums are lent 
to a few places is not of choice, but of necessity. In order to 


keep property or to secure a mortgage it is at times necessary to 


assume more than seems just to other places. It is as unpleas- 
ant to the Board as it dare be to any of the brethren, but what 
can we do? These matters can best be explained verbally. 
Rev. Molthan’s congregation, near Alpena, Mich., saw fit to call 
a man from the lowa Synod. . Every effort has been made to get 
back the money belonging to the Building Fund. The tardiness 
in this case is due to the fact that the money, like some more, 
was collected in Synod and given to the Alpena congregation. 
Finally it was bequeathed to the Building Fund with such se- 
curity as the congregation saw fit to give. Had the proper 
course been taken, the money would have passed through the 
hands of our treasurer and would have been lent on mortgage 
security, thus making a return both sure and speedy. Possibly 
this instance will serve to teach that all things should be done 
decently and in order. 
VISITATIONS HELD. 


In August, 1892, our worthy president, with the secretary 
as assistant, visited Canton, Ohio, to confer with the Jerusalem

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lish work in that rapidly-growing city. Satisfactory results were 
obtained, as can be seen from the fact that a self-supporting 
English congregation exists at Canton to-day. | 

In March, 1898, Rev. Beck visited South Bend, Ind. The 
same place was visited by the secretary in the fall of 1893. It 
was found impossible to raise the money needed to carry on the 
work at that place, therefore it was discontinued. 

In March, 1893, Rev. Rohe visited Cleveland, O. with a 
view of starting English work there. A Sunday-school was 
organized and successfully carried on for some time, the Eastern 
Conference of the Northern District paying the rents. When, 
however, this source of help failed and the Board could not 


- assume an outlay of $8 per month, the work was suspended. 


In May, 1893, President Allwardt held a visitation for the 
Board at Merrill, Wis. Im consequence, a change of pastor — 
took place. What the effect of this will be, remains to be seen.

REPORT OF HEBREW MISSIONS. 


In CHRIST BELOVED BRETHREN :—It wasa step in the right Be 
direction, when this venerable body in its last session at Rich- : Be 
mond resolved to apply all future contributions for Hebrew 


Missions to the work among the Jews of our own land; and =~—C=~=~CS fee 
since we could as yet call no missionary, that we would at least — Sah oy 
create a tract depository to be managed by the writer and that Fe 
all our pastors were requested to make diligent use of the ea: 
_ depository by helping to distribute missionary literature among 
the Jews of their own neighborhood. It was a good move in 1 4 


view of the fact that the cities of our broad country are filling if 
up so rapidly with a Hebrew population. New York has already ‘<i 
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250,000 Jews, Brooklyn has 80,000 and they are crowding into 
other cities faster than we can keep account of them. Of course, 
they are not without any religion, but theirs is not the saving 
religion of the Lord Jesus. It is either the religion of the 
Talmud and the Shilchon-Aruch or when this is given up, as 
is invariably the case with the younger generation, it is the 
religion of reason, of materialism and not unfrequently of 
socialism and anarchism. It is an easy matter to dismiss the 
whole subject with a sneer against the Jew—this would be 
fleshly, earthly, devilish; but godly and Christlike it is to have 
compassion on them, since they are as sheep without a shepherd. 
Oh, how did their unbelief and the consequent destruction 

of their city and nation fill the Savior’s heart with unspeakable woe 
and his eyes with scalding tears. The spirit of Christ is a spirit 
of pity, and the spirit of pity is a spirit of self-sacrifice and this 
is the spirit of missions which also dwelt in Paul when he 
exclaimed: I have great heaviness and continual sorrow in my- 
heart, for I could wish that myself were accursed from Christ 
for my brethern, my kinsmen according to the flesh. Rom. 9, 
2. 3. And can we like priest and Levite pass by on the other 
side of this people and still claim that the spirit of Christ 
dwelleth in us? Oh Lord forgive our past indifference and 
enable us to gladly seize the opportunity of bringing the blessed 
Evangel to thy bretheren after the flesh, to whom pertaineth the 
adoption, and the glory, and the covenants, and the giving of 
the law, and the service of God, and the promises. Rom. 9, 4. 5. 
We are thankful for what we by the grace of God and the 
assistance of the brethern have been able to do in this line of 
. work, little though it was. Thousands of tracts and parts of 
the New Testament have been put into the hands of Hebrews 
through our distribution, through the mails and through brethern 
in and out of the ministry, who from many a State sent for — 
missionary literature to be spread in their respective neighbor- 
hoods. Of many visible results we are unable to report. But 
this we do know that the Word of God does not return void. 
Two young men whom I began to instruct in the Word of God 
were, as they made known their intentions at home, entreated 
with tears and threats, and—the storm was too mighty for those 
tiny plants, which on account of the work in my own congregation 


I had no time to water and to protect. Another hopeful-case is ——— 
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a young man who preferred faith in the Lord Jesus and who 
moved to Cleveland. A relative of his who lately visited him in 
C. relates of him, that he had gotten hold of a Columbus 
paper (Die Lutherische Kirchenzeitung), in which I described a 
Rabbi's visit at my house. This article he never tires to read to 
those whom he can interest to converse about the merits or 
demerits of the Christian religion. While we thus far have no 
baptisms to report we are not at all discouraged and pray to God 
that He would open the hearts of the 400 congregations of our 
Synod to offer fervent supplications in Israel’s behalf and to con- 
tribute at least each $5.00 annually toward the calling of a mis- 
sionary and establishing a mission of our own among the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel. |

As stated in the Treasurer’s report, improvements 
on the buildings have been made to the extent of $656.80. 


SUGGESTIONS TO SYNOD. 


1. It will be necessary to appoint another Board of Colored 
Missions at this meeting of Synod, as the term of the present 
Board now expires. 

2. Something should be.done to awaken interest. in the 
colored work and secure a more liberal contribution for its sup- 
port. Rev. Harley has already been released as superintendent 
of the work. And unless the cause is better supported in the 
future, the Board will hardly venture to call another man to take 
his place, which means that the field would practically be 
abandoned. 

8. Owing to public prejudice against colored work, it will 
be necessary that we secure at an early date property of 
our own, if we are to have a permanent place for a mission in the 
city. Could not Synod suggest some plan whereby this might 
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be accomplished? We as a Board are of the opinion that 
the work shouid rather be prosecuted with more vigor in the 
future, and may the Lord bless us with His grace to that end.

REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE ON MISSIONS. 
OME MISSIONS. 


Having examined the report of the Mission Board we beg 
leave to submit the following propositions: 


; 1. Our mission field having grown to such proportions that 
it can hardly be expected of our Mission Board to be intimately 
acquainted with the condition of the missions in each district, 

we recommend tbat the Board be instructed to pay out no 
money and accept no mission till the place has been examined 
and recommended by its respective district or its president. 

2. The districts shall instruct their mission congregations 
to raise as much as possible of their pastor’s salary, so that the 
expenses of the mission treasury may be lessened. 

3. In order that those congregations which receive loans 
from the Building Fund may be enabled to pay the same back 
more easily, we recommend that, in the future, they pay it back 
in equal yearly installments. 

We further recommend that the Mission Board be requested 
to inquire whether this resolution is in agreement with the 
charter of the Building Fund. The result of inquiry to be re- 
ported at next meeting of Joint Synod. 

4. Whenever a congregation privately collects money for 
its church the money shall pass through the hands of the 
Mission Board and be governed by their rules, or it shall not be 
accounted part of the Building Fund. 

5. If a congregation refuses to repay the money received

REPORT OF THE GENERAL TREASURER FROM JULY 2, 
1892 TO AUGUST 11. 1894. 


To the Joint Synod of Ohio and other States: 


GENTLEMEN: It becomes my pleasant duty to report to you 
the receipts and disbursements of this treasury for the fourth 
term since this Department has been in my charge. While the 
past two years have gone through a financial crisis, which has 
not had its equal for years, we still have no reason to complain, 
as the receipts have been much greater than in any previous 
term. But Synod must make some provisions to 


“LIMIT ITS APPROPRIATIONS. 


It is worth while to consider this important subject, as the 
past two years have given the Treasurer considerable anxiety as 
to how he should get the necessary means for the running ex- 
penses of the five institutions, who draw their funds from the ~ 
General Institution Treasury. : 


COLLECTIONS. 


Eight years ago when the undersigned was first elected, 
Synod appropriated $60,000 for two years, while the Treasurer’s 
receipts were $27,859.19 or $32,140.81 less than were ordered 
paid. Such was the status the first term. 

During the second term the receipts aggregated $32,876.58 
or $27,123.42 less than was appropriated. While there was a 
small increase in the receipts, we were far from reaching the nec- 
essary amount that was needed. 

The thirds term was a little better, as the receipts were 
$38,299.93 or $21,700.07 less than was used. 

During the fourth term (the one just closed) the collections 
were by far the largest, namely: $48,321.82 or $13,678.18 less 
than the appropriation. It must not be overlooked that Synod 
at its last session raised the appropriations $2,000. 
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| believe, that after considering the above figures carefully, 
the appropriations should not be higher than $25,000. year. It 
will be hard work to raise even that amount annually. But it 
looks reasonable that it might be done. While the collections 
for the institutions have increased gradually every two years, this 
increase has not been large enough to meet the appropriations 
made eight years ago. | 

_ It seems hard to retrograde from a position occupied for 
eight or ten years, and would seem as if Synod ‘was retreating in- 
stead of advancing; but it should not be overlooked, that there 
will then be a chance of decreasing instead of increasing the debt. 


REDUCTIONS. 


Just where reductions should be made, so as not to interfere 


with the work already undertaken, will be a hard matter to de- — 


cide, and should be carefully considered. I believe it would be 
well if a conference of all the the faculties of the institutions as 
well as the Orphans’ Home Board were held with the preliminary 
committee. I believe the result would be beneficial. 


APPOPRIATIONS TO INSTITUTIONS. 


What is meant by the amount appropriated to an institu- 
tion? Is it the intention of Synod that to the appropriation 
made, the tuition and-other moneys received should be added, or 
is this Treasury to deduct the tuition money? 


SALARIES. 


As near as possible, the Treasurer has complied with the res- 
olution passed at the last session, to pay each institution as near 
pro rata as it would be convenient to do. The salaries are about 

_all paid to April 1, 1894, leaving three months in arrears. 


PUBLICATIONS. | 
Since the Kirchenzeitung was ordered published weekly in- 


stead of semi-monthly, and the price of the Sfandard was re- 
duced to $1.25, this Treasury has lost the surplus formerly trans- 
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$10,000 to $12,000. Would it not be advisable to rescind the res- 

olution by which this action was taken and publish both periodi- 

cals semi-monthly? Just what the outcome of such an action 

would be is a question of vital importance, and should be well 
NEW BUILDINGS. 


Since the last meeting of Synod, three new buildings were 
erected: The Practical Seminary at St. Paul, the Teacher’s Sem- 
inary at Woodville and the new building at Richmond. Consid- 
ering that these buildings were erected during the hard times, I 
think Synod can congratulate herself that the collections have 


made such a substantial gain.

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTTEE ON THE 
REPORTS OF TREASURERS. 


a. Your committee, to whom was referred the report of the 
General Treasurer, have the following to report: 

We heartily join the Treasurer in expressing it as our pleas- 
- ant duty to report that the collections for the General Treasury 
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during the past term have far exceeded the collections during _ 
the previous three terms even though the country, during this 
time, was passing through a great financial crisis; but even 
though this is so, it is apparent from the report that the Treas- 
urer has not been able to meet the expenses and pay the appro- 
priations of Synod, but shows a deficit during the term of 
$13,678.00. 

The committee suggests, that in view of the present depres- 
sion in business, with no immediate prospects of better times 
apparent, the Treasurer’s suggestion, that a conference of the 
faculties of all the institutions as well as the Orphans’ Home 
Board, be held with a committee to be appointed by Synod, to 
determine if reductions can be safely made in the appropriations 
for the institutions during the coming years, be approved. 

‘Your committee further suggests in this connection that 

[aaa Synod approve the action of Concordia District in appointing 
special collectors within the bounds of it district, whose duty it 
will be to collect funds for our General Treasury; and we sug- 
gest that this plan be adopted by the other districts of Joint — 
Synod. Further: That these collectors also endeavor to secure 
endowments for professorships and scholarships in our insti- 
tutions. 

As to the inquiry made by the Treasurer, “What is meant 
by the amount appropriated to an institution? Is it the inten- 
tion of Synod, that to the appropriation.made, the tuition and 
other moneys received should be added, or is this Treasury to 
deduct the tuition money?” your committee holds, that all mo- 
neys received by the institution direct are to be deducted from 
the amount actually appropriated by Synod for the maintenance 
of that institution. 

In this connection your committee finds that moneys intended 
for the General Treasury are sent direct to the itstitution for 
which they are intended and of “which the General Treasurer 
has no knowledge and which do not appear on his books and 
report. 

_ Your committee suggests that the treasurer of each institu- 

. tion make a quarterly report, itemized, of all moneys, including. 
tuition, received, and these reports to be sent to the General 
‘Treasurer, so that the same diaeadiilaetl tei and in his 


report to Joint Synod. 
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As to the Treasurer’s suggestion, that the church-papers be 
published semi-monthly, your committee recommends that no 
change be made, but that these papers be published as hereto- 
fore, and that renewed efforts should be made by aeaate of 
Synod to increase the subscription list. 

Your committee further suggests, that a vote of thanks and 
_ confidence be given the Treasurer for his untiring efforts.to raise 
the necessary sums and that his 
report be adopted.

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Chauge of Constitution and By-Laws. 


The following changes of the Constitution were already at 
last meeting of Joint Synod adopted by a three-fourths (}) 
majority vote and according to the Constitution (Chap. V, § 1), 
_ after the proper announcements in the Church papers, require at 
this Synod the same vote before they go into effect: 


21. Those congregations and ministers of the Church who unite in 
this organization constitute Synod. Uniting with Synod shall take place 
through the District Synods mentioned hereafter. © 


22. The assembled Synod shall consist of delegates (pastors, lay- 
delegates and teachers), elected on the basis of one for every ten. Every 
District shall be entitled to at least two delegates. Fractions of ten, and 
consisting of at least five, shall be entitled to ome delegate; fractions 
of ten, and consisting of less than five, shall be apportioned to other 
groups of congregations. The manner of electing the delegates shall 
be determined by the By-Laws. Voting members are all pastors and lay- 
delegates who have been duly elected; teachérs are only advisory members. 
Advisory members are further all other members of Synod present; 
the following members are required to be present at every meeting of the 
Delegate Synod as advisory members: the Presidents of the District 
Synods, the theological professors, the Dean.and President of Capital 
University, the Director of the Teachers’ Seminary, the wardens of all 
Synod. 

2 4. Joint Synod shall assemble every two years as a Delegate Synod. 
District Synods shall meet once a year but at different times. In the 
Delegate Synod, as also in the District Synods, one-third (}) of the voting 
members shall constitute a quorum. 


25. The Delegate Synod, as also the District Synods, shall elect at 
every regular meeting from among its members by an absolute majority 
one President, one Vice. _President, -(Joint Synod two), one Secretary 


(Joint Synod; one German and one English Secretary), and one Treasurer.

A list containing the personal vote was placed in the archives 
of Synod. 

The necessary three-fourths majority for the change of Con- 
stitution having been obtained, the worthy President then de- 
clared the same adopted, and it was resolved that the adopted 
changes should go into effect at the adjournment of Synod. . 

Synod hereupon proceeded to consider §3 of chap. IV, which 
was laid on the table two years ago. The same was adopted 
with few dissenting votes. It reads: ‘‘It is left to the Districts 
to entitle teachers to a vote.’’ This resolution is to receive a 
final vote in two years in accordance with the requirements of 
the Constitution. 


The proposed By-laws were next considered and with a few 
alterations were adopted as follows :

historian. The faculties of our different Institutions of learning ohall con- 
stitute an examination committee. 


24. Rights and Duties of the General President. 

A. The General President shall have the oversight in matters of doc- 
_ trine and practice, viz., over the official acts of all officers of Joint Synod, 
over all District Presidents, over all the Institutions of Synod, for example, 
Seminary and College teachers, Agents, etc. He shall also in cases of ne- 
cessity have the right to suspend any officer of Joint Synod. 
8B. The General President, or a representative appointed by him, shall,

Your committee had in hands the following documents :

a. Fromehe minutes of the several districts we learn that 
with few exceptions all District Synods have acted upon the se- 
cret society question. But we learn with sorrow that no unanim- 
ity prevails among us. We earnestly request Synod to give a 
definite and final answer to this vexing question, that unity of 
practice may be established among us. Your committee, there- 
fore, moves that item b, laid on the table two years ago, be taken 
up and adopted. It reads: ‘‘ Whether a member of a lodge of 
whom it is evident that he has no sympathy with their false re- 
ligion, and is accordingly living in a sin of weakness, shall be 
admitted once or twice to the Holy Supper whilst he is being in- 
structed on the subject of his error, is a question that must be. 
left to the final decision of the individual pastor.” 

6. In the Joint Synod Minutes for 1892 (page 92) it was 
resolved that each Institution report to Joint Synod all legacies * 
and special treasuries they have in charge at its next meéting. 
We suggest that Synod requires this to be done. | 

c. Inthe same Minutes (page 103) it was resolved that the 
worthy President and the two Secretaries be authorized to peti- 
tion the legislature for such changes of our charter as will entitle © 
Synod to an income of $100,000. Was this done? 
____d. Resolved, That in future all Districts be required to hand in to _ 

Joint Synod in writing whatever matter they wish to refer to that body. 
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PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD. 


litem a. The subject before Synod was not whether secret 
societists shall be admitted to membership in our congrégations. 
Upon this matter, thank God, there is unity among us. But the 
subject -before Synod was, how to deal with those members of 
our congregations, who are still members of secret orders — shall 
they be admitted to the Lord’s Supper? Upon this matter there 
is no unanimity among us. The item quoted in the Preliminary 
Committee’s report and referred to the different Districts two 
years ago for further consideration, was made the basis of dis- 
cussion. The debate revolved around the words ‘‘once or 
twice” of said item, some understanding the words literally, 
others taking them to mean an indefinite number of times. 

It was stated that belonging to a lodge is not as easily recog- 
nized by every one as a sin, as for example, theft, murder, adul- 


tery. All have not the same knowledge; what one might regard - 


as a sin, might to another appear as a very innocent matter. 
Thus a pastor in dealing with secret society people must always 
take this into consideration, and act accordingly. The sin of be- 
longing to the lodge might with some be regarded as a sin of 
weakness, and as such, a pastor could not reject a person at the 


Lord’s Supper, but would have to grant him this privilege for © 


the time being. If a man, however, is convinced of the wicked- 
ness of the lodge, or shows indifference to all admonition and 
instruction and is not open to conviction, then the time has come 
for prompt action. But as long as there is a vestige of hope, so 
long we should not cease instructing and warning against the 
dangers of the lodge. This instruction must not be begun and 
then discontinued for six months or a year, but vigorously prose- 
cuted, so that the person may be rescued trom the meshes of 
lodgery, and the offense be removed as soon as possible. It was 
emplfasized that secret societies have a positive religion, and on 
that account are very dangerous and deceptive, leading many 
unwary souls astray. A question of no less importance is the 
public confession which we make by admitting such a person to 
the Lord’s Supper. He who stands in connection with the lodge 
and thus denies Christ, can certainly not be granted this privi- 
lege, for we would thus become partakers with him in his sin. 
_ It was further stated that what is intended by this exception to 
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the rule, is that Synod shall lay down a confession and take a 
position, and surely when Synod sees that a pastor works and 
prays against the lodge, she will not condemn him. The object 
is to head off those who do nothing. The final decision belongs, 
however, to the pastor, since no two cases would be alike. 


The discussion finally led ‘to the motion to strike out the 
words ‘‘once or twice.” The vote stood 102 for and 94 against 
the motion, but as the worthy President was not positive that he 
had counted correctly, a vote by roll call was demanded. But as 
the vote could not be taken at this session of Synod (the Sth) it 
was postponed, and members desiring to leave before the adjourn- 
ment of Synod were allowed to hand in their votes in writing. 
This vote by roll call was taken in the 14th session, 40 voting 
for and 151 against striking out the words “‘once or twice.” 
The exception to the rule as presented by a committee six years. 
ago was now before Synod in its original form. Two motions, 
one to strike out the whole exception and adhere to the rule (the 
rule reads: “‘ The rule among us must be and ever remain, that — 
members of secret societies cannot be received as members of our 
congregations, nor may they continue their membership or be 
admitted to the Holy Supper an indefinite length of time”) and 
the, other to table the whole matter for an indefinite time, were 
made and both voted down. In the last session of Synod the re- 
tiring German secretary offered the following as a substitute for 
the whole exception, which was carried by an overwhelming vote: 

We thank God, that many of our congregations, according to the 
rule already adopted, have taken a decided stand against all secret 
orders, and we will earnestly pray and labor that all, sooner or 
later, may take the same decided stand. 

Item 6. Tt was decided that this report be printed in the 
minutes. Besides that found in the General Treasurer’s report, 
nothing was handed in to the secretaries.

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 
A. THE COLLOQUIUM WITH THE IOWA SYNOD. 


With reference to the report of our brethren who were ap- 
pointed to hold a colloquium with the Synod of Iowa, and whose 
report was published in our church papers in August 1893, we 
propose the following: 

Since there are brethren among us who believe that ‘‘ The 
theses agreed to at Michigan City, Ind., do not state the doctrine 
of our Church clear and definite enough to form the basis of such 
an agreement,” although we are not of this opinion, we move 
that Synod take no final action on this matter at this meeting. 


B. PRACTICAL CO-OPERATION WITH THE GENERAL SYNOD AND 
GENERAL COUNCIL. 


With reference to the communication from the Joint Com- 
mittee of these respective bodies, relating to a possible co-opera- 
tion of Lutheran bodies in America, we move, that in the judg- 
ment of our Synod a practical co-operation without unity in doc- 
trine and practice is against the teachings of the Word of God 
and the spirit of our Church. We deplore with all our heart the 
sad divisions in our Lutheran Zion, and feel painfully the hin- 
drances which this places in the way of our accomplishing the 
great work which our Church is called upon to do on this West- 
ern Continent. But we are fully convinced that the proposed 
plan of co-operation is not such as we can sanction. We will 
gladly meet in free conference the representatives of the different 
Lutheran bodies in-order to look at, and by fair and unprejudiced 
discussions in the light of God’s Word on the basis of our con- 
fessions, remove the differences between us. _ 


C. CHURCH FELLOWSHIP WITH THE EV. LUTH. CROSS CONGRE- 
GATION OF HERMANNSBURG, GERMANY. 


With refereuce to the communication 
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1. Whereas in our judgment this congregation stands with 
us on the same basis of faith, there is nothing in the way of pul- 
pit and altar fellowship between us, and that we accordingly 
mutually dismiss members to one another. 

2. With reference to the support of the Hermannsburg 
Mission we move, that the rule be with us, that all moneys flow- 
ing into the Foreign Mission canary without — designa- 
tion, be sent to Hermannsburg.

Report of Committee on Cranelation. 


The undersigned, appointed to co-operate with other Synods 
using the English language in preparing a version of Luther's 
small Catechism and of the Augsburg confession for common 
use in all English churches, respectfully report that a revision 
of the Augsburg confession and a new translation of the small 
Catechism have been made, and copies of them are herewith 
submitted. 

As there are no material changes made in the English text 

of the Augustana now in use in our Synod, we would pro- 
pose the adoption of the revision in our future publications so 
far as this can be done without incurring the expense of chang- 
ing stereotype plates. 

The introduction of a new translation of the Catechism is a 
matter of so much importance that it should be maturely con- 
sidered before it is undertaken. While your committee is of the 
opinion that the new translation is in general an improvement 
upon that at present in use among us, we would not be candid if 
we did not state that some changes made in the final revision, 
when unhappily there were but few members of the different 


committees present, do not meet our approval. No doubt years 
will elapse before the general consent of the various bodies 


using the English language can be obtained to adopt the same 
form of words in a common English translation as Luther's 
words are used everywhere in German. But the advantage of 
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this would, in our estimation, be so great that we should not 
shun the labor and expense that may be necessary to do our part 
towards effecting it. We would suggest that the new version be 
printed in our Magazine so that all our brethren may have an 
opportunity of examining it and of sending their criticisms and 
wishes to the committee in case Synod deems it desirable again 
to appoint a committee and continue the work. Although what 
is called the final revision has been made, we presume it would 
still be possible, if good reasons could be given, to-have some 
decisions reconsidered and some questions reopened for further 
discussion.
